33. and.do, as King Ahaz , whe in the time of great diftreſſe, 
tre (aſſed yet more againſt the Lord : for which, the Lord ſet a 
brand upon him that ſticks by him to this day , This « that 
King Abaz, 2. Chre. 28, 22. But it is the diſpoſition and too 
frequent praftiſe of the Godly themiclves. Witnefſe A/a, in a 
time of War between him and Baa/5a, when the Prophet re- 
proved him from the Lord, for calling in the King of Syria to 
his aid, and not relying upon the Lord. his God ; and told him 
that from thenceforth he ſhowld have Wars; The King was Wwroth 
With the ſcer, and put him in a priſon-bouſe : for he was in a rage 
with him, becauſe of this thing. And Aſa oppreſſed ſome of the 
people ( perhaps, ſuch as excuſed the Prophet , or interceded 
tor him ) tbe ſame timer, 2. Chro. 16, 10, Which laſt circum» 
ſtance of tame, is very emphaticall, and remarkable, that he did 
all this at that time ; and, ar the ſame time : he was over-head 
and eares in a rage, in a flame, againſt alt, and all in-an inſtant, 
When, of all other times, he ſhould have been molt humbled 
before his God, And the beſt , upon diligent obſervation of 
their own hearts and ſpjrits.in times of perſonal, or common 
calamities, will find their hearts, moſh ready to murmare and 
repine, to faint and fink , and to fly out againft God and men, 
like men troubled with the Gout , that , being alwayes chole- 
tike, will be ready to take the belt and neereſt friend they have

So, when 1/+acl, at Shittim, began to commit 
Whoredom With th: daughters of Moab , and joyned themeſel ves to 
Baal Peor, and the anger of the Lord Was kindled againſt Iſrael, 
there was no means to extinguiſh that fire, but that which the 
Lord preſcribed to Moſer, T ake all the heads of the people (who 
had lcd the way to the people, into that wickednele ) and hang 
them wp before the Lord againſt the Sun, that the fierce anger of 
the Lord may be turned aWay from Iſracl, Num. 25. 4.' Againe,

thechild? How can Magiſtrates puniſh offences in others, 

When themſelves be as great (if not greater ) off-nders, in the 

lame kinde ? How can it be exp«ed that they {heuld be wil 

ung any ſharp Bills ſhould paſſe againſt uncleannefſe, drunken» 

neſſe, ſwearing, Sabbath-breaking, ſuperſtition, &c. who are 

themſelves. as vile as the worſt in thele abominations? 

Apaine, ſometimes they contra pollution , by not wowrne 

ng 25 they ought, for the fins of the Land. This is a duty which 

lies upon all : witncſſe the mark of proteRtioa tet ouely upon : 
their turt+heads that Shoe , and cry for all the ahominations rbat 
are done in the midi? of 7-rn/alem, Exh. 9. 4. And lurely , they

So the Lord obſerves of ſome in 
former times , they rm» 1h; che King glad with their withedveſſe, 
and the Princes with their lyes, Hoſe 7.3. Such were thoſe 
Nobles and Elders to whom fezabel wrote her Letters for the 
accufing and ſtoning of Naboth , ata Publike Fafit, fora pre- 
tended blaſphemy, proved by talle witneſſes : that thereby his 
I'lneyard for which Ahab was jick,, might eſcheat to the 
Grown, 1, King. 21, Yea, ſometimes cither out of fear, and 
cowardiſe , or out of afte&ed popularity for baſe ends, they 
ſtoop fo low, ard become ſo mean and unworthy in their ſpie 
rits, 2s to comply with the very dregs and ſcum of the people, 
it they ſee them mad upon any wickedneſſe, be it never ſo cer- 
trary to truth, righteouſneſſe, and Order. Thus Aaron will 
make gods for !ſrael , if the praple begin to tumult for them 
mas enter Ox. that his veximg of certain of the Church , and 
bs killing of \ames the brother of John with the ſword, pleaſed the 
people of the fever, h* proceeded further , Fo tabs Peter al/s , AT.

and grieving of his Spirit : whereas they who trucly mourn 
for fin, do1t becauſe God w broken With their whore hearts, 
which have departed from lim, Exh. 6.9. And this is beft 
done in ſecret, when none tut God can behold the frame of cur 
ſpirits in the doing of it. They, who never knew what it was 
torend the heart in ſecret before the Lord , for fin as fin, al- 
though no creature ever did , or could take notice of the (in, 
may juſtly ſuſpeR that all their mourning and weeping in the 
preſence of men, is but to be ſeen of men , and therefore muſt 
neecs be abhorred of the Lord. He is the right mourner , that 
mournes molt, when none but God can be a witneſle of his 
mourning, 

| 5. Some may be carefull of themſelves in the former par- 
ticulars, who yet labour not, according to their places , to put 
the whole Land into a monraing poſture , that all others may

Niniveb, was carcfull of, Jon. 3. And here give meleave to 
deal freely, that I may be faithfull.

And 
do not think any humiliations for your own perſonall faults 
and failings, will find acceptance with the Lord , untill you 
take care to puniſh the offences of others , and to prevent the 
like tor time to come. 7oſ-144h and the Elders of Iſrael , laid 
themſclves very low before the Lord , by falting and prayer, 
in the Caſe of the defeat of 1/rac! before Ay, 7: 7.6, But 
God rounds Foſouah in the care, letting him know that this 
was not all God expe&ted from hum ; yea, that all this was no- 
thing, if he, being a Magiſtrate, would do no more.

ppon bis Throne , in Government and Diſciplire? Are there 
none who have heretofore faid at the breaking «ft of other Par» 
liaments, and at the beginning of this, that God did juſtly blalt 
and break 10 many of thoſe great Conventions, becauſe they 
trove to do their own buſineſle , before the work of the Lord; 
and yet have given way, and pleaded for the laying afide of 
that work, untill your own be diſpatched ? Be there none

the Amorites, (with whom , Jobuab, beguiled by a wileof 
their Ambaſſadors *, made a League ) and the children of [ſracl 
had [worn into them ; and Saul ſought to ſlay thems , in hu x:ale

blood went fo to the heart of the righteous God, that he 
would not be pacityed by any prayers, or Sacrifices , untill 
ſeven of Sauls [ons were delivered to the Gibronizer, to be harg- 
ed up be fore the Lord : and, after that, God was entreated for the 
Land, ver. 14. 

Now, if the blood of ſuch unworthy Amorites , who hadit 
not been for that League , which they procured by a plainelie 
and grofſe deceit , were to have been all deſtroyed by Zoſbwah; 
drew down ſuch a ſharp revenge upon a whole Kingdom: and 
if Manaſſch brought whole Rivers of blood upon 7«dab, for 
the innocent blood that he ſhed, which the Lord Would not pardon, 
2. K ing 24. 4. Notwithſtanding all the ſubſequent care, and, 
zeale of good 7ofiab in purging and reforming the Land, * to 
prevent the Judgements , and deſolation that God after 

brought upon it : I leave it toyour wiſe and pious conkidert 
tion, whether England, and the Parliament England be not 
deeply cocnerned 1n the butcherics and burnings of ſo many 
boly and pretious men and women, as ( perhaps by the hands 
or procurement of ſome of their Anceſtors, who now fitin 
Parliament ) have been deſtroyed by thoſe bloody Laws of 
this Kingdom, at the inftigation of the ſas of Si. 

Do but tracethe ſtreames of blood that iſſacd from that firſt 
Law made in 2. Hey,4, out of the veynes of the two Houſes of 
Tork and Lancafter, for many yeers continuance : above foure- 
ſcore of the blood Roya!l lolt their lives, together with many 
thouſands more of the Nobility,Gentry,and Common 
before the quarrell ended in the joyning of the two Roſes into 
one. And yet, perhaps, Henry the fourth might plead a kinde 
of neceſſity, for giving way to that bloody Law of Burning all 
whom the Popiſh Antichriſt pronounced Hererichs , becauſe 
by the help and ftrepgth of the Popith faftivn, rather than by 
a juft 
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a juſt Title, he graſpt, and ware the Crown, And for the ſame 
reaſon , Henry the fifth might tread in the ſteps of his Father; 
which, after , coſt his Son and the Kingdom fo dear, before 
God could be appeaſed. 

You know there is a Judgement hanging over the Head of 
Babylon the mother of Harlots and aborwinations of the Earth, 
for being made /o drynken with the blood of Saints and Mar-

r9r7* : and that God will give her blood ro drink * , for all > Revel.17.5. 
the blood that hath been (h+d by them who have been her Kevel.15.6, 


bloody Inſtruments or abettors. This bloody Cup muſt go 
about, ſomewhere. And my prayer is that 1t may go to thems 
that bate you, and fall tothe lot of yewr enemier. But it cannot 
hart you to confider , whether this Kingdom hath not cauſe 
to fear that God will put the Cup unto her mouth and cauſe 
her to drink deep thereof, for that great fin; or , whether there 
hath been enough done in Parliament , to prevent that crium- 
lon Deluge ? 

If you have good ground to think that former Parliaments 
tave ſufficiently acquitted themſelves herein, I (hall much re» 
joyce. But ſure I am, your Proteſtant Anceſtors, in reverſing 
thoſe bloody Statutes, came far ſhort of the Popih party , 1a 
outward expreſſions of Repentance , when they made their 
peace with Reme, for not continuing thoſe Laws , as I toucht 
before, For, albeit the firſt Srarwte made in the firſt yeere of 
Queen Elizaberh, Re peals thoſe cruell Laws formerly mentio- 
ned : yet that Repeal was in reference ontly to their extirps- 
tion of all #{arped and foraign Power exerciſed in this Realme; 
and, to the reftoring and uniting tO the Crown, all [uri/d:Btions 
anciently belonging thereunto ; without any touch or hint of 
ary ſorrow for the great fin of Bleed-ſoeddny, and perſecuting 
the truth and people of God , for the traths take, by means of 
thole Law's, 

But, inthe Popiſh Parliament, in 12+ Phil,and Mery, there 
was another manner of Repealing the Statutes of Kiog Edward 
6. which had made void the Laws tor Popiſh Perlecution. 
There, all the Eftatcs of Parliament, repreſenrong the whale Bod 
if the K ingdow, and the A the ſame , in the _ 
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them(alvr's particularly, and al;o of th: ſaid Body wniverſaly, in 
preſence of the King and Queen, preſent themniclves upon their 
knees * to Cardinal Pole, Legate frem Pope fuling the third, 
acknowledging that they had a long time wandred and ftrayed 
abroad, from the right way, and declaring themſelves very ſorry, 
and repentant of the Schiſme and Diſebedience committed in thu 
Realms and Dominions aforeſaid , againſt the See Apeſtoliqut, 
tither by making, agreting » or executing any Laws, Ordinaxcer, 
or Commandment! ag aini# the Supremacy of the ſaid See, or others 
wiſe doing or ſpeaking, that might impoger the ſame , promiſing 
their utmoſt to repeal and abrogate all ſuch Laws and Ord 
nances, inthat preſent Parliament , & Well for rhemſel ves as for 
the whole Body Whom they repreſented. And upon thoſe termes 
onely they craved, and obtained of the Legate , the Abſolution 
of the whole Realme. 

Now , if they were fo penitent for oppoſing ſuperſtition, 
and laid themſelves ſo low in the name of the whole Kings 
dom, before the proud Agent of that Man of Perdition, to pro- 
cure their Parden ; You may do well to conſider, whether the 
Parliaments of England, fince that time, have been ſufficiently 
humbled before the Lord, in the name of the ſame Kingdem, 
for expiating ſo much blood ſpilt, by vertue of thoſe Antichrie 
tian Laws; and, for making their Peace with God who (c- 
dom forgives that fin, untill he hath done fore execution upon 
the Nation, or people guilty ef it. In the time of the Law, it 
any were found lain in the field , and it could not be known 
who had flain him, the Lord ordained that the Elders' of the 
City next to the place,ſhould ceme forth, and the Pricſ ſhould 
take an berfer and ſtrike of her head in ſome Vally neer it , and 
that the Elders ſhould waſh their hands over the flain heifcr, 
and fay , Onur bands bave nvt fred this blood, ntither have onr ot! 
ſeem it. Be mercifull, O Lord, ante thy prople 1ſracl Whom las 
baſt redeemed, and lay not innocent blood to their charge ; and the 
blood fhenld be forgiven them, Dent. 21. 6,7, $. Which ſhews, 
that , where any innocent blood is ſhed , altho an uy 
known hand, the people ncer it, muſt do fomewhat in publike 
acquitung themlclyes of it, and pray that it may not be imp 
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ted to them ,, before they can be aſſured that God will not re- 
quire it of the very place. How much more ought we then, 
by humiliation and prayer , to free our ſelves and the Land of 
ſo tnuch righteous blood, when we all know too well who 
ſhed , and how deep a ſhare the whole Kingdom had in that 
crying ſin. 

That ſuperftitious and bloody Queen Mary was ſo zealous 
to reſtore the honour of that falfly called Saint, Thomas 4 
Becket ; that, when her own Father King Henry the cighth, had 
expunged his name out of the Catalogae of Martyrs in the 
K alenaar , aS being 2 molt peſtilent Incendiary and Traytor, 
ſhetook order to reltore him in blood and honour , by cauſing 
his name to be again inſerted in all thoſe Books , out of which 
it had been obliterated. You all know , the innoceney , hol 
nefſe, and zeale of thoſe bleſſed witneſſes of the Lord Fe/ws, 
which ſaftcred here by fire in times of Popery ; yet, were they 
condemned as intolerable malefaRors, deceivers, impoſtors, 
heretiques, and what not : and, ſhallno Parliament be ſo zca- 
lous of their honour, or tather of the honour of the Lord Ze/ws, 
a, by ſome Declaration to the whale world , to proclaim 
them innocent, and true Martyrs of Chrift ; and, to condemn 
and bewaile the fin of theſe that ew them ; eſpecially confi- 
dcring Pecklington: * late belchings againſt them, giving them 
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thatſtand in Caral. Teftiars Veritarss, and in Maſter Foxes Ka- op. 16. 


lendar,before the Book of Martyrr, no other Eloginm,or titles, 
than of Rebels and Tramers, whom we all know were bleſſed 
and glorious Martyrs ? I have been over-long in this inſtance. 
Iſhall recompence it with all poflible brevity in the reſt. 

2. The Land, is guilty of much »xc/canneſſe and Adultery; 
and now more than ever, ſince that poor imperfeR Authority 
of Eccleſiafticall Judges was taken away , becauſe nothing is 
ſet up in the room thereof for the exemplary puniſhing of that 
fin. For, what Law is there, I pray you, that rakes held of an 
Adulterer, be he never ſonotorious ; unlefie he happen to get 
any of thoſe whom he defiles, with child ? and then, if he give 


but ſecurity to diſcharge the Pariſh of his Baſtards, you cannot 
touch ham, mn the leaſt , for- want of Lewo no ment with chat 
G 2 in, 
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4. Uſe. fin , which , by the Law of God was paniſh d with death ; 
that being one of thoſe adominations, which defile a Nation, 
and make ch» Land mourn? Heſ.q. 2, 3, Wherefore, untill ſome 
good and cftcftuill proviſion be made againſt that fin, by your 
care and authority , I am afraid , moſt of the Adulterics 1n the 
Lind will be charged upon the account of the Kingdom.

When J/racl it ſelf was Withowe the true God and 4 

reaching P rieft A there was no peace to bim that went owt 5 nor to 

him that cams in , but great vexations were upon all the inhabi- 

rants of the Countries, and Nation ws deſtroyed of Nation , and 

City of City : for God did vex them with all adverſity , 2, Chro,

May 4c,” * * 
not Chri/t fay unto this Kingdom, as ſometimes David ( a 
type of Chrit ) to the Elders of Fudah, 2. Sam. 19.11, 12. 
Why are ye the laft to bring the King back, to his Houſe ( ſeeing 
the ſpeech of all Iſracl us come ro the King, even to his Howſe , ) ye 
are my Brethren, ye are my bones and my fleſh ; Wherefore then are 
Je laſt ts bring back the King ? It is true that England was the 
fi: ſt entire Kingdom that imbraced the Goſpel , 1n the laſt Re- 
formation : but yet, ſoit falls out, in the carrying on of the 
Work, thar all the reſt of the Reformed Churches , bave gotten 
the ſtart of us, as Pharcz did of Zarah * , who firſt put ont bu * Gen.39.25, 
band, yet was lalt borne. 39. 
Far be it from my ſecret Thoughts, to (lcight your worthy 
Beginnings. Bat I beſeech you, give me leave to be faithfull 
toiny Malter ChriZZ, and to ſpeak for him , withourfear or 
ſhame. If the Lord will give ycu hearts to hearken , I am ſure 
that, in peaking for him , you will ſoon fuid-me to ſpeak for 
you. I may not take the boldne(fe to conclude it tobe an Er- 
ror, that yau proſecuted not the Lords Work, according to 
your firſt beginning. Bur I fball intreat you-not to forget, that 
many promiſed it, andall held it neceffary. I know you have 
fince met with many difficulties and obſtrations. But you 
ſhall do well to-confider ſeriouſly, whether much thereof hath 
not happened by laying aſide the Cauſe of Religiqn.. The Pro» 
phet Haggai * mage it clear to Judah » that, their neglect of + Hap. ts 
Gods Houſe, brought a curie upon all: they did for themſclves : 
and, that their difficulties increaſed ; by their delayes. -= 
that let Gods Work lic by , ſhalt be fore to have work en 
of their own. 
That Pcople were flow of belief; the thing being ſo.con» 


tary to ſence. Therefore God ſent Heggeito them, a ſecond

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time, with the ſame meſlage *, Let ic not, I pray you, bepric- 

vous that I 1mitate him 3 it is a good pattern. Remember 

whet I ſpake unto you upon the fifth of November laſt. I ſpare 

to repeat what was then ſpoken in your cares, becauſe ( by 

your own command ) I have fince that time, put it into your 

hands, The Lord fct jt on upon all your hearts. I know you 

are grappling even with death it telf every day. But, what of 
that > Were it not better ( if it muſt be ſo ) that you die with 

Gods work in your hands, than with your own? Do you not 

{ce, or hear daily of the diſorders, ſe&s, rents, and Schilmes, 

that every where bud forth already , and threaten all Order, 
Unity, and Government? Give the water but a ſmall paflge 
without ſpeedy making up the banks, and you know how 

ſoon whole Sea's will break in upon us, and render all irreco- 
verable and uncurable. If one dithculty occurre to day, it will 
be doubled, yea multiplied to morrow. There is no Hydra fo 
fertile of Heads, as error and Schiſme grown to ſome (trength 
and maturity. It will ask you but a ſhort time of connavence; 

afterwards , there will benocurbing, or ſhamiog of it, No- 
thing ſo confident as ignorance, impudent as falſhool , and 
catching as error. 

Soretimes, in pangs of difficulty , men ſcem zealous of Re- 
formation ; remove but their fears, and farc- well their zeale. 
Let it not be ſo with you. Onely takenotice , that the calling 
of a Synode or Aſſembly ( which at one time was ſtrongly ag» 
tated, ) the laſt Summer, being put off, that bloody Revellion 
in Treland followed. Then, it was conceived unſcafonable te 
fall upon matters of Religion, untill ſome courſe was taken te 
ſettle that Kingdom, When that was put into a way, another 
ditticulty preſented it (cf againſt a free Synode , the votes and 
power of Biſhops in Parliament. Before this could be remo- 
ved, there aroſe another neceſlity of putting the Kingdom into 
x polture of Defence. And by that time i many preſling oc- 
calions for leyying of vaſt Sums of money to defray the publike 
Charge, brake in upon you like a flood, that the longer you de» 
ferred that work of Religion, the more inſuperable the difti- 
cultics which did accoſt you : And yet, when all is dane, yo 
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will be at length conſtrained to ſet upon that buſinefle , when 4. V/+. 


the times will be much more troubleſome , your diſtrations 
orcater , your oppoſitions ſtrenger , your advantages leffe, your 
friends more diſheartned, your enemics more ſtrengthened,cr- 
rors, Schiſmes, Hereſies, and diſorders more multiplied , and 
mproved to the height of impudence and threatning bold- 
neſſe : and yet , even then will yon be compelled to break 
through all , and to conflict with whole Armies of thoſe ob- 
ſtrutions , which now you ſcem nnwilling or afraid to (ct 
upon while they be ſingle, or not ſo united as they will ſhort- 
ly be, 
There is nothing ddtroyes a Kingdom, or Church, ſo much 
28 dodging or trifling in the matters of God. Pollicy to ſup- 
port. or ſhore up a _— State, where Piety hath before 
(ettled Religion , is very ufcfall. But , where the later is n&+ 
gleRcd, untill the former be in all points provided for , is the 
high way to ruine all. 

In humane Reaſon, I confeſſe, they ſeem to councell wiſely, 
who tell you that the Laws and Liberties of the Subjets muſt 
firſt be ſecured, before you fall upon Religion , which will do 
you little good, if, ſtruggling for this , you be made ſlaves the 
while, But, Divine truth requires you to follow another me- 
thode, firſt to build Gods Houſe, and to truſt him with the 
building of yours, when his Work is done. Hagg« indeed, 
could not be believed for a log time together , when he prex- 
ched ſuch do&trine. But , God brought the people to it at 
length, whether they would or not : and when they obeyed, 
they ſoon found the fruit of their obedience, by that promils 
from God, from this dey Will 7 bl-fe you, Hag. 2.19. 

Let me, for a cloſe, obſerve to you the Story of //-@el in their 
managing of the Ark., when it had ſuffered a diſlocation. The 
Philiftines had gotten the Ark. into their poſſeffion , through 
the folly of 1/5ae/, bringing it into the Camp upon a day of 
battell, without warrant from God, 1. Sew. 4 But, as Or- 
nn, do ever draw tours (ne oP, but ) 

udgements upon theſe that enjoy t the Ark upon 
the Pi Rimes, 3, Saw. 5. Upon this, they take councell how 
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toberid cf it, as profane wen, who ever conclude that Godli. 
nef{- it (If ( not their abuſe of it ) brings all evils apon them; 
and therefore , defire to be quit of all Religion. Accordingly, 
the Ark is ſcrit hoinewards, in aftrange manner. T wo mulch 
kine muſt draw it home to their doore , before Gods own 
people ( who ſhould have had more zcale and devotion) did 
ever look after the recovery ot it, 1. Sm. 6. 

Now, obſerve what foliowed. As their firſt ſuperſtitious 
folly divided the Ark from the Tab:rnacle built by Moſer, 
when they carried it into the Ficld ; ſo, their ſupine negli» 
gence, at the return of it, occaſioned the keeping of thoſe two 
aſundcr ( contrary to the command of God ) that they never 
came more together, till they met in the Semple, I he Ark wa 
taken from Shilsh , where it had remained in the Tabernacle, 
at the ſtanding place of publike Worſhip ; and from thence, 
carried into the Camp. * But , when the Philiſtines ſent it 
back, it was firſt brought to Beth/heme/h , and there ſet upon a 

reat Stone called Abel, 1. Sam. 6.18. After twenty yeers 

anding, there, thoſe of Kiriatk-jearim fetcht it up , tothe 
Houle of Abinadab in the Hill, 1. Sam. 7.1. Now, they began 
to be ſenſible of their lacknefſ- in Religion, and [awented after 
the Lord, ( ver. 2. ) asif they meant todo ſomewhat for him. 
They begin a Reformation, they put away the ſtrange gods 
from among them, and ſerved the Lord onely , ( ver. 3 ) they 
kept a ſolemn Faſt at Aſizpeb, powring out plenty of tears 
before God for their former remiſſeneſſe and Idolatrics, (v*7- 
6. ) Inthis very nick of time, the Philiftines taking advate 
tage of their mecting without armes , ſurround them on the 
ſudden, { ver.7. ) but God thundred With & great thunder upon 
the Philiftines on that day, and diſcomfircd them, ſo that vhey Were 
ſmitten beſore 1ſracl. wer. 10. 

Now , albeit they apparently found that God fought for 
them from Heaven , yet they took occaſion from that rub , to 
og the work, for at leaſt fourty yeers together : even ute 
ell David (ent toall lſratl, laying ; Let 6s bring 4g ain the Ark 
of our God to wa ; for we 1nquaired not 4t it in the dayes of Sawl, 
I. Cre, 13. 3, When it was inbringing bome, by the raſh- 
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reſſe of V2z4, 2 breach was made by ſmiring him with death, 4. U/c. 
which ſomewhat retarded the bringing of it to Zerwſalem: for, 
zpon that occaſion it was carried aſide to the Howſe of Obed 
Edim the Gittite , where 1t remained by the ſpace of three 
moneths, ver, 10, 11, and 12, All this while ” the T aberpacle, 
and the Altar of Braſſe, abode 2t Gibeon, 1.Chro. 16 39. The 
4 being now placed under a Tent at Feruſalcn, 2. Chro.1. 4. 
10d not ſettled, either in the Tabernacle or 1a the Temple, untill 
fity yeers after , * when the Temple being buile by Sclomon, * David reign- 
doth the Ark, Tabernacle, and all the holy Veſſels were brought —_ yeers , 3. 
by the Prieſts into the Houſe of the Lord : and the Ark was - ak who bf 
row ſet down in his place, in the Holy of Holies , eves nndcr eq the Temple, 
the Wings of the Cherubims, 2. Chro. 5.7. So long atime was in theelevench 
itaf;er an opportunity of ſettling the Ark, had been over-ſlipt of his reign, 
pon pretence of neceſſity of providing , for the ſaving of the © King. 6. 30. 
Kingdom from the then potent Philiſfines , before it could be 
{ttl:d in the right place, and all Ordinances adminiltred ac- 
cording to Order preſcribed of God. 
Inall that intervall of time, look upon the State of 1/reel. 
They were more and more plagued by their evill Neighbours. 
They laboured indeed very much to irengthen themiclves by 
Politikce means. They complained of Same! as being too old 
for thoſe buſliog times , his Sons too bad to be trulted with 
the Government : Therefore, they concluded to ask of S«- 
wel, tO make them a King to judge them likg all the Nations, 
1. Sam. 8.7, Hedifſwades them by many ſtrong and fad rea- 
1008 agatalt it ; But, they pertinaciouſly continue their de- 
rand, Whercupon , God gave them 4 King ; ( but it was 517 
* anger, * ) their care being altogether for Rrengthening the « roſe 13. 14. 
Mingdom, with negle& of God : but , how ſad a time all the 
gn of Saul was unto them , you all know ſo well, that TI 
nould diſparage your knowledge in the Sacred Story, to 
eckon up the particular Battdls , loſſes, and breaches upon 
Teaches, which happened unto 1/racl under Sewls unhappy 
boverament, wherein they had vainly laid ap ſo many hopes, 
und promiſed to themſelves ſo great tranquillity. 


Tothis if you adde the turmoiles and troubles, the iarodes

and lughters made by the Enemies from without, beſides the 
long Civill Wrs between the Houſe of Saul and the Honſeof Ds 
vid* ; that befell the Kingdom even in Davids time (afir 
that God had rak-n away their firſt K ing, Saul, in bu wrath: ) 
even untill the time that David took up a Reſolution to build 
an Houſe for the Lord, 2. Sam. 7. And, if you conſider further, 
that, when David had thus reſolved, how wonderfully the 


, Lord proſpered him, in all that he undertook cither for Peace, 


or War, and madc his enemics tocome down mightily on eve 
ry ſide, 2, Sam. 8. You will be eafily able to make up a Judz» 
ment upon the whole, that there is nothing more dangerous 
and dammageable to a Kingdome, than to lay aſide Gods Work 
( which themſ{clves are convinced is neceflary to be done) up 
on pretence of multitudes of Civill diltraRtions ,, or interdts, 
and of a neceflity of providing fer them in the firlt place. Nor 
any thing more likely to put anend to our troubles and Wan 
abroad, and to prevent the like at home ; then, to ſer uponand 
togo thorough with a perfect Reformation of Religion with 
all your might, even amidlt all the difficulties and diſcourage.

the Goſpell of God, And is there not abundant reaſon 
to make good this concluſion.

bent his Bow and made it ready, he hath prepared for 
him inſtruments of death, he ordaineth bis CArrowes 4- 
zainſt the Perſecutours.

This meditation may be of ſpeciall uſe to ſtanch 
murmuring, and to ſtrengthen Patience under our 
preſent Preſſures. The authour of the Epiſtle ro the 
Hebrewes maketh this improvement of this DoRrine.

righteoulnefle. When Lawyers at the Barr plead for 
oppreſſion, Judges on the Bench juſtifie it, Miniſters 
inche Pu'pits presch for it,and DoRors in the Uaiver- 
{ries diſpute and determine rodefend it, 

And here 1 humbly referre it to your wiſedomes to 
conſider, whether our Prelares have not been (of late 
eſpecially) rhe grand oppreſſors of the Kingdome,ac- 
cording to moſt, it not all, the rforenamed, agoravati- 
ons. Have not they been great «ppreſſors both in 
Church and Common-wealrh « Whar County, what 
City, what Towne, what Village, yea what Family, 
(Ihad almoſt ſaid)whar perſon in the Kingdome,hath 
not 1h one kinde or other, in ſome degree or other, at 
onetime orother, beene oppreſſed by them £ They 
and their officers, by citarions,cenſures,cx1Rions have 
been Catholicke opprefſors. How many wealthy men 
tave been cruſhed by their cruchy 4 How many poare 
Families have beenruinzed by their Tyranny 2 Ange 
[befeech you to confider, wherher the moſt pious, 
both among Preachers an# people , have not mer 
with the hardeſt meaſures from their heavy hands. 
Als, alas * How many faichfult Miniſters have they 
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filenced ! Haw many gracious Chriſtians have they 
excom nunicated ! How many Congregations have 
they (tarved or diflolved in this Kingdome ! For the 
proofe of all this, and of more then all this, appeale 
unto the many Petitions preſented to this honourable 
Parliament, And theſe are no ſmall a2ggravatrions of 
the(e and other like their opprefſſions, that they call 
themſclves the Fathcrsofthe Church,and are accoun- 
ted more knowing men chen their brethren, 

I have done with the aggravarions of oppreſſion. 
The diſſwaſtons from cpprefſton follow , ſome of 
which I ſhall briefly ſuggeſt under 2.Hcads :

It 
will adminiſter boldnefle unto us, both before God 
and men. The Prophet Samuel is a good preſident to 
prove it. Behold here I am,witneſſe againſt me before the 
Lord, whom have 1 defrauded, whom bave 1 oppreſſed, 8c. 
And they (aid, thou baſt not defrauded us ror oppreſſed 
«s, 3Zelt may hopefully intereſt us in the ſpecial

This 
(ſaith 106) 1s the portion of a wicked man with God, and 
the heritazeof oppreſſors,which they ſhall receive of the Al. 
mizhty, Inrhcſe words, firſt oppreſlors are bran- 
ded tor wicked ones, 2s was beforetouched. Bur pal- 
ſing thar, let us enquire what this ther portion is, 
waich they muſt inherit from the puniſhing hand of 
God? I will in few words propound it, from the fol. 
lowing verſes: God will caſt upon him, an4 not (þare, he

If God promiſe to be the refuge of the oppreſſed, 
then thoſe deſerve blame, who imagine that {eckirg 
tothe Lord in timcs of troublc 15 labour in vaine, 
Job bringceth in the wicked thus breathing their Athci- 
ſtical! conceits.\hat is tbe Almighty that we ſhould ſerve 
h;m? And what profit ſhould we have if we pray unto him? 
And doubtlefſe many among us arc of this opinion,as 
theirnegleR and fleighting of holy prayer doth unde- 
niably diſcover, 

Bur (my Bcloved) our preſent imployment doth 
prove that we are better principled, and our grounds 
arc ſolid and ſatisfying (v:z.) 1.Gods promiſe, 2.Out 
owne experiences. For the Lord hath not ſad tothe 
ſeed of Jacob, ſeeke ye mein vane. And we have 
reaped {uch fruit of our prayers,that we may ſay with 
the Prophet David, We ſought the Lord and he heard is, 
and delivered us from all our feaves. 

2. Mach more are they worthy ſharp rebuke, 
whole profanenefle is ſogreat, that they deride thoſe 
who under preſſures and in dayes of dangers, give 
themſelvesto prayer. The Pſalmift mentions this, 
as the practice of Atheiſts. Tos have ſhamed the Comn- 
cell of the pooye, becauſe the Lord s hs Refuge, Inlike 
manner, intheſc times, how many doc ſcoffe ar the 
people of God, for their frequency and unwearied- 
neflc in Prayer and Faſting, expeQting deliverance by 
ſuch endeavours. Thus rayling Rabſhekeh reproach- 
ed Hezekiah and Ifrarl, but the Lord accounted 
_ language blaſphcmous, as holy Story doth wit- 
ncue, 
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Salvation of Iſrac] were come out of Sion, when the Lord 
brinzeth backe the captivity of his people, Jacob ſhall 
rejoyce and i(racl (hall beglad. With che change of 
ſome few words, the ſame ſuit may be ſeaſonable for 
ns. O that the deliverance of Enzland and Ireland 
were come out of Syon, when the full Salvation of Jre- 
lard, and the pciict Reformation of England ſhall 
come from Heaven, then 7reland ſhall rcjoyce and 
England (hall be glad. 

3. My DoGrine checketh them, who in wayes of 
Creature-confidence berake themſelves unto other 
Refuges, and not unto the Lord Jehovah. Miltake 
me not herein I pray you, forl diſſwade not the uſe of 
meanes to prevent and remove trovble : but my mea- 
ning is, that God mult be bleſſed for meanes, eycd in 
meanes, and at him the ſoule muſt luoke above and 
beyond meanes, when moſt promiſing. 

There aretwo Rocks upon which men are in dan- 
gerto daſh in daycs of trouble, cicher ro tempt God 
by diſufiag meanzs, or to provoke his Majeſty by i- 
dolizing them : andthis ſecond fin I now reprove, as 
croſſc-whetting upon my Text, and dangerous unto 
them who doc commit its Curſed be the man that 
trufteth in man. and maketh flefb bis arme, and whoſe heart 
departeth fromthe Lord. 

Woe unto them that o8e downe to Fgypt for helpe-, 
and fiay on Horſes and truſt in Chariots, becauſe they 
art many, and in Horſe-men becay/e they are very ſtr0ng- 
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We looke upon you ovr Parliament worthies, as the 
Horſe-men and Chariots of Fnglard, we bleſſe you, 
and we bleſſe God tor you, but we may not, we dare 
not depend upon you, leſt at once we incenſe the Al- 
mighty both againſt you and our ſelves. 

4. The ſharpeſt rebuke belorgs unto them, who 

oe downe into hell tor help in dangerous times, who 
rather make the Divel] then God their Refuge : Such 
I mcane who berake themſelves unto finfull ſhifts for 
the procuring of their ſafery, whenthey ſee a ſtorme 
comming. Such who will take courſes contradicting 
their conſciences, their Covenants,their engagements 
both tro God and man, to- ſecure their comforts, to 
ſave their own heads. How farre are theſe men from 
belceving the truch of my Text, which rcls us, thar, 
the Lord will be a Refuge for 1be oppreſſed, a Refuge 11

That inthe 
Scripture phraſe, men are ſaid to make that rheir god, 
upon which the hear: flowes forth with the higheſt 
tide of the fulleſt affe@ions. Hence it is that coveresſc 
neſſe is called 1dolatry, and the Epicures are ſaid ro make 
their bellies their gods, Refic therefare upon your 
ſclves moſt ſeriouſly and aske your hearts in the pre- 
ſence of the ſoule-{carching Majeſty, what you place 
the higheſt in your boſomes, for what you are rcſol- 
ved to makethe greateſt adventures : And if upon cx- 
amination you finde thar the Lord 7ehot-44 hath the 
throne, the command in your breaſts and lives, then 
doe not queſtionyour intereſt in his Highneſle, as your 
helpe and refuge. 

Secondly, 1 his Pſalm holdeth forth foure truths

And cenainly, if the 
buſineſſes of the world, ſhould be tranſacted by any 
other ſupreme authority,then of our GodtheLord Al- 
mighty, then might our condition be deplorable and 
miſerable, Bur this is no ſmall comfort unto us, that 
the God of 1/raelisthe God of England, that his King- 
dome ſcll doth and ever ſhall rule over all Kings, 
Commanders, creatures and concernements whatſo- 
ever. The Lord reigneth, let the Earth rejoyce, Thy God 
9 Syon reieneth wnto all generations, praiſe yee the

Lord thy God who divided the Sea, whoſe waves roa- 
red. That was 1/raels experience whichis on rccc rd in 
haly Writ for our encouragement. We may add from 
Gods diſpenſations inthis Kingdome, Who in the 
yeare Fighty-Eight ſunke and ſcattered the Spaniſh 
Navy called invincible? Who brokethenecke ofthe 
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Popith pouder-plot, and brought to light thoſe under 
ground workings of the traiterous, bloudy Papiſts/ 
And who lately compoſed the dangerous differences 
berwixt Exgland and Scotland, which threatened the 
deſolation of both Kingedomes 2 Remember this 
God is your Refuge, and therefore be of good courage 
and feare not the tury of the oppreſſours, though in ap» 
pearance ready todeſtroy, 

Exbortation 5, To move usallto make uſe of our in- 
tereſt in God,in the behalfe of our oppreſſed Brethren, 
You know that we are bound to love our Neighbours 
as our ſclves, and to pray for them as for our ſelves: 
therefore my Inference 1isnot forced, but naturall. 

I ſhall be very ſhort (as ſtraights of time command) 
in this Exhortation, wherein I have bleeding, op- 
preſſed Ireland principally in my thoughts, and the 
racher becauſe the ſad troubles of our Country-men 
and Brethren there,is one chiefe occaſion of our Con- 
gregating thus ſolemnely to ſecke our God this 
Day. 

Gogd Nebemiah may be propounded as an cxcel- 
lent patterne bothto quicken and to dire@ this duty. 
He having intelligence, that the Iewes were in great 
affliion and reproach, andthatthe wall of lernſalem 
alſo was broken downe, and the gates thereof burnt 
with fire, 7t cemets paſſe (ſaith he) when 1 heard theſe 
words, that I ſat downe and wept and muurned certan 
Dayes, and faſted and prayed before the God of Heaven. 
This holy man was warme in worldly reſpe&s, being 
well placed and reſpeRed inthe Courtot « great King, 
he was in the Palace of a Prince in proſperity, at 2 
great diſtance from danger ,- though 7ernſalem was 

Giſtrefled, yet you ſec his ſtrong affeR ons, you ned 
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his religious practice, in both which we arc bound r0 
make imitation, Remember them that are in bond's 1licb.1z.;. 
({aiththe Ap':ſitle) as bound with them, and them 

which ſuffer adverſity, as being your ſelves alſo in the 

body, ln which wordsour duty is both ſtrongly ur. 

ecd and well guided. You muſt rememberthem, s 

being your ſelves in the body (q.d.) becauſe you are 

fellow- members with them inthe ſame myſticall bo- 

dy (as ſome interpret) or (as others judge) ſeeing 

your ſclycs are yet inthe body, natures frame nor be- 

ng yet diſſolved, you your [clves are expoſed to the 

like ſufferings, and therefore ſhould Chriſtianly re. 
memberthem. But will a fleighty, wordy minding 

of them be ſufficient £ No, (faith our Apoſtle) you 

muſt feeJingly minde them, as though your (clycs 
perſonally ſhared in their ſufferings, or as your ſclyes 

would defire to be remembred it in their ſad condi- 

tion, 

This imployment is excellently perſwaded by king 

David in the 122. Plalme, 1, Becauſe hereby we 

ſhall at once, beth evidence our ſpirituall love and inte- 

reft our ſelves in Gods Promiſeto undertake our perſo- 

nall welfare, Pray for the peace of Teruſalem, they PC. 122.6, 
ſhall proſper that love thee, 2. By his owne praQt- 

ice, For this was his requeſt in referenceto lernſalem, 

Peace be within thy walls, and proſperity within thy Pa. "©7- 
laces. 3. Becauſe of our neare relation unto them, 

whoſe condition calleth for our prayers. For my Bre- ver.s. 
thren and companions ſakes, 1 will now ſay peace be within 
thee, 4, Sccing the Religion and worſhipof God 
isthere profeſſed and practiced. Pecanſe of the houſe 
of the Lord my God I will ſeeke thy good, How tully 


all theſe Arguments reach us in retcrence unto difira- 
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&ed, di'irefled Ireland, I humbly referre it to your 
conſiderations. 

Bur you will ſay unto me, wherefore doe you thus 
per[wade us £ Doe you not ſce we are here with you 
to pray for N1dland, And is there rot a monthly Faſt 
appoinced, that prayers may be cominued 2 All this 
I thanktully acknowledge, both bleſſing God for this 
mercy,and honouring the Kings Majeſty,with the Ho- 
nourable Court of Parliament, for their religious care 
herein : Yetit is myCuty to lay the weight of Scrip. 
ture authority upon your conſ{ciences, that you may 
conſcicntioully and affetionately beſtow your ſelves 
in ſecret daily, as in publick weekly, monthly in pray- 
ers for your oppreſſed Brethren. 

But is this all that you have toſay ? I anſwer. No, 
There are two dutics to be added unto our prayers, 
withoutthe addition whereof, our prayers for Ireland, 
will be leſlc ſucceſſcfull for it, and Iefle comfortable 
to our ſelves. x, We muſt repentingly returne unto 
the Lord from the evill of our wayes. Both Nebe- 
miah and D anielltooke this courſe, when they ſought 
the Lord for 1/ra:l. The Lord directed 1706s friends, 
to crave his prayers, promiſing to accept him in their 
behalfe. And the Prophet 7oel calls for heart humi- 
liation and converſion, before he dirc3 this ſup- 
plication. Spare thy people 6 Lord, and give not thine 
heritaze to reproach, that the Heathen ſhewld rule over 
them, Wherefore ſhenld they ſay among the people, where 
i their God, The Reaſon whereby HeFekiah moves 
his people to repent is remarkeable, For if ye twrne 
againe unto the Lord, your brethren ſhall find compaſſion, 

2, We muſt contribmcour belt aſſiſtance in all kinds, 
according as God gives power and opportunity, for 
their 
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their relicfe and deliverance, Thus did Nehermah 
in tracing every Talent with which divine provi- 
derce had truſted him, for Jeru/alems welfare : He 
improves his favour with the King, and imploycs 
authority reccived by commiſſton from him tor the 
common good ; he worketh, watcheth, warreth, 
commandeth, encourageth, threaneth, puniſheth,c>c. 
that he might be ſerviceable, In like manner ſhould 
we for Ireland, conſult, command, contribute, un- 
derwrite, encourage others or adycnture our ſelves, 
according to our ſcverall ſtations and abilirics, as the 
Lord ſhall be picaſcd to goe before us by his leading 
providence. And truely, there is no more ſincerity 
of heart in our ſuits, then there are ſuitable endeayours 
in our lives, to efteR and accompliſh what we pray 
for. 

From theſe generall exhortarions which concerne 
all, I now proceed unto that, which morepeculiarly 
appertaineth unto you Right Honorable, whole ſer. 
vantI am, in my preſcnt imployment. Give yeur 
ſervant leave T pray you, to- perſwade, to petition 
your imitation of God, in becomming a Refuge #9 hs 
oppreſſed people in the times of trouble, The Lord is 
a Refuge both offcnſive and defenſive, offenſive un- 
tothe oppreſſors, defenfive unto the oppr@ed. And 
it will be your honour, in both to be imitators of 
him, 

From God our Tower and Fortrefſe, our Caſtle of 
defence, there are battering Canons diſcharged, 
thunder and lightning ſcattered , terrible judge- 
ments (I meane)) denounced againſt oppreſlors, 
The Lord undenaking the proſperity and cftabliſh- 


ment of his peop!e, addeth, cAnd 1 will po ler.30.20, 
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that oppreſſe them, And of Chriſt this was propheti. 
cally torctold. He ſhall breake in peeces the eppreſicrs, 
Right Honourable, I picfle not rigor, bur rightconſ- 
ncefle. Neither doe I take upon my felte, the bold- 
nelle in perlonall caſes to counſell you, God hath 
made you wiſe, and my prayer 1$, that your zcalc 
aad courage may be anſwerable, But my zeale for 
Gods glory and your h»ncur, m:kes me boldtotell 
you, that there are many, who reproachtully ſay, 
T ou /hew your teeth, but you doe not bite. For my part, 
I ſhall only reade ro yoo, ewo quotations out of {a- 
cred Sctipture, the one ſuggeſts the comfort of 
doing judgement, the other intimates the danger of 
neglcCing it. 1 have done juſtice and 1udgement, leave 
me uot to ming oppreſſors, Be ſurety for thy (ervast fer 
good, let rot the proud oppreſſe me. T hus [a!th the Lord, 
Becauſe thou haft let ge ont of thy hand, a man whom 
1 appointed to utter deſiruttion : therefore thy life ſhall 
goe for bis life. 

But my principall arrand isto requeſt you,to labour 
to belike yourGod,in bccomming 4 covers unto ws from 
the face of the ſboylrrs. From my Text I prefle Gods 
owne praQtice, The Lord execateth righteeuſueſſe and 
judgement for all that are oppreſſed, He ſirengthueth the 
ſpoyled ant the ſirong. And this was prophecied con- 
c*rning Chriſts care ot his pzople. No oppreſſor ſhall paſſe 
throuzh them any more, Y ca this is reported inthe com- 
mendation of the Lord Jeſus, that while as man he a- 
bode on Earth, He went about doing good, healing all that 
were oppreſſed. 

Thelc 4. Conſiderations following may ſerve fur- 


ther and more forcecibly to ſet on my preſent 
ſure, 
I. The 
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1. The fruirs of oppreſſion upon particular perſons 

opprefied are very grievous. Surely ( faith Salomon) eccl.97. 
opprefien maketh a wiſe man mad. Into what extremi- 
uesand contuſions are many at this day apt to 1wrre 
out, becaule bitten, or rather torr.e with the tecth of 
Prelavicall oppreflours. And Iam confident ther the 
likelicſt way to heale our breaches, ard to compoſe 
otx Cifterer.ccs,is the removal of cur opprefſions. And 
Salomon thus againe exprefſerh himſclte. I conſidered 
all the oppreſſions that ave done wnd:r the Sunne, and 
bekold the teares of ſuch 4« were oppreſſea, and they had 
no c:Wwfortey, and on the fide of their oppreſſours there 
wa pow'r, tut there was no Comport:y, Wherefore I 
praiſed the dead which ave alrtady dead, more than the 
lrving which are yet alive. Many in this Kirgdome 
have dycd many deaths underthe yron hands of hea- 
vy op preflours, and tively many thouſancs of us ſhall 
dyc many thouſand times moure, except you rclicve 
us

fore have 1 powred out mine indignation upon them, 1 

bave conſumed them with the fire of my wrath.

Tre £quity of this Exhortation I am confident will 
be confefied : but enquiry may be made, Whar [ 
meane by the oppreſſions, from which the Parliament 
ſhould dcliver us. 

I anſwer, we groane and lye grovelling under ma- 
ny opprefling Grievances, both in the Church and 
Common-wealth, yet conſidering my calling, it will 
not ſo well become me;to particularize our civill preſ- 
{ures, ncither need I beſtow any words that way, ſcc- 
ing your ſelves have given us abundant cauſe to ac- 
knowledge that you have taken exact notice of them. 
But ſceing loades which are laid upon mens conſcien- 
cesare moſt _ for mero complaineof, ſuffer me, 
I pray you, tecliagly and faithfully to ſpread ſome of 
them before you. 

I. Subſcription urged upon all Graduxtesin both

And moſt 
in the Univerſities, at leaſt thoſe who” rake the de- 
eree of Barchelours of Arts, are neceffirared to ſub- 
icribe, themſclves know not ro what, and fo through 
ignorance miſcrably enſharc their owne conſcicnces, 
as many ſad experiences witneſle. 

2. The prefling of the old Ceremonies in divine 
Adminiftrations upon pain of Suſpenſion, Silencing, 
Deprivation and Excommunication. How many 
deare unto God are hereby deprived of ſome ſacred 
Ordinances £ How many able Miniſters of the Goſ- 
pell have hereupon loſt both liberty and living, and 
their Families expoſed to woefull penury £ How mae 
ny Congregations have beene deprived of their pain.

4+ The fearefull abuſe of that high Ordinance of 
God, a Sarrcd 0ath,amongſtall rankes and conditions 
of people iathe Kingdome. In the Univerſities, the 
Oath of <A atriculat;onto obſerve the Statutes of the 
Vaiverſity , which not one of many hungreds ever 
know.The Oathes of ſeverall Officers both in Church 
and Common-wealth, which although I cannot ſpe- 
cifie, yet it is my hearty requeſt that they may be per- 
uſed, to prevent the profanation of Gods name, and 
the eninaring of many thouſand ſoules. 
5+ In regard of Church-cenſures. The dreadfull 
ſentence of Excommunication is often paſſed and cx- 
ecuted upon perſons for ſmall offences, yea for aQts 
notevill, and{whichis moſt horrible) for doing that 
which both God and the necefſities of their own ſouls 
require. Iris aburthen intollerable, that men ſhould 
be caſt out ofthe Congregation of Gods people, ba- 
niſhed from his publick worſhip, and delivered up to 
Satan for non-appearance at the Cathedrall Coun,for 
buying, ſelling, ox working on a9 idle holy-day, pu 
or 
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for goin out of their owne Pariſhes ro heare a Sermon 
or repeating Sermons and praying with ſome Neigh- 
bours in their owne Families. 

And ontheother hand,it is no ſmall Grievance, both 
togocly Miniſ' ers and their people, that thoſe who 
are the true Officers of Chriſt in bis Church, bave nor 
2uthority to keepe them who are palpably ignorant 
and notoriouſly, ſcandalonſly profane, from the Sa- 
crament of the Lords Supper. 

6. The cppoſttion m2qc againſtthe power of Reli. 
gion, 1$a grievous oppreſhon. When ſuch who are 
forwarderin holy courſes then others, are derided and 
diſcouraged by reproachtull names, yea moleſted and 
perſecuted for frequenring the Ordinances of grace, 
whither publike or private, for the building up of 
their ſou'cs in Chriſt, 

And I humbly commend this to your conſideration, 
whither the Prelaticall Government hath not bin the 
root of all, or (at leaſt) of almoſt all theſe oppreſſiong. 
For my part, I profcſle that I cannotexpeR a complear 
deliverance from theſe, and otherlike oppreſſions, but 
by the extirparion of that frame, 

Right Honourable, you have done much, yea very 
much tor our caſc already, we are ſcncible that many 
heavy burthens are takenoff our backs, which cruſhed 
us grievoruſly heretofore : and for thar reliefe which 
we have recceived we bleſſe God, we hononr our 
K'ngand you.

Lebough the Imperiall Diadem hath Crowned each of 
us, by che Omnipotent providence of the Almighty,and 
thoſe once dif-united,might ratc ouwrPrincely mind 
againſt the Britiſh nation, yet the noble lenety of your 
Clement Nature , and the propitious conſideration of 
thoſe impendent and intricate perills, whercin your 
Kingdowes are dangerouſly involved , have refpeftively induced me 
to declare ourgood exoptations& well-wiſhcs to you.

meerly grounded upon the falſhood and malice of 
thoſe, who, for the ſupporting and fomenting their 
own wicked deſigns, _ the Religion and Peace 
of the Kingdom, do ſeek to deprive your Majeſtic 
of the Strength and Aﬀection of your People, them 
of your Grace and ProteQion, and thereby to ſub- 
jet both your Royall Perſon, and the whole King- 
dom to ruine and deſtruion.
